A good deal of the time of the meet¬ 
ing was given over to answering the 
quest lent* but to the several candi¬ 
dates lb. a letter to thq press over 
the name of J. E. Williams, who was 
roundly scored by the party. 

Mr. Christian dosed the addresses 
of the evening with s forceful speech 
in which he attacked both Liberals 
and Conservatives equally. 

Full Efficient Service. 

“Come away from this big cor¬ 
poration stuff, vote for the Soldier- 
Farmer-Labor aggregation that is 
going to give you 100 per cent, ef¬ 
ficient service." We comprise three 
I of the greatest elements of the 
Province, the soldier, the farmer, and 
the worker. We are a force that will 
be irresistible in the days to 
come.

Applying his text to local mat¬ 
ters, Mr. Hyde said that there existed 
In Courtahay gambling hells of the 
worst kind snd stated that It was up 
to the mothers to see that the place 
was cleaned up and this svll put out 
of reach of their children. He also 
said that he had received reliable 
Information that the dancee held 
were of the most lascivious character j 
and little Better than common 
brothels, and that whoever followed | 
him in this pastorate. If he did his 
duty, would have his hands full In 
endeavoring to clean up the town. 

He urged hie hearers to forget
